6bjection of young Insull's attorney 
to the question. 
Sudden Drop in Stock. 
The witness, who was president 
of the bankrupt Insull Utility In- 
vestments, further testified that 
within the space of 17 days last 
December the market value of tha 
concern’s stock portfolio fell from 
$102,000,000 to $79,744,624. At 


about this time, Insull declared, he 


and his associates realized the 
critical position of. the company 
and, after a meeting of 
nance Committee, he participated 
in a series of.interviews with Chi- 
cago and New York bankers, who 
held collateral on loans extended 
to the firm. The interviews, Insull 
related, were held with the view of 
negotiating standstill agreements 
to prevent the threatgned dissolu- 
tion of the corporation. 

Insull denied that any of the 
Insull family received a $40,000 
“dividend”! from Insull companies 
at a time when the companies were 
“technically insolvent.“ 

“Isn't it true that $40,000 in stock 
dividends were paid to members of 
your family after December, 1931, 
when the companies were techni- 
cally insolvent?” asked Jacobson. 

Insull said: 

“On Dec. i, $500Q was paid to 
me personally, I do not recall any 
other dividends paid to any other 
member of the family subsequent 
to that date.” 

$70,000 Yearly Salary. 

The younger Insull was presi- 
dent of a $70,000 a year salary of 
Insul). Utilities Investments, Inc., 
and Corporation Securities Co. of 
Chicago. He returned a week ago 
from Paris, where he saw his fa- 
ther off for Greece, where the 
elder Insull is fighting extradition 
to Chicago for embezzlement and 
larceny. 

Testifying with apparent anxiety 
for accuracy, young Insull recalled 
that, in December of 1931, 'the 
point was reached where, because 
of the declining securities markets, 
the twe companies. were unable to 
continue posting additional collat- 
eral” for loans of millions of dol- 
lars from New York and Chicago 
banks. 

The loans were obtained 
stock of the underlying Insull op- 
erating companies as security, In- 
sull explained, and the companies 
did not wish the stock to de 
“dumped” on the market by the 
banks. 

Therefore, he said; he was m. 
structed by his father and other 
Insull officers to negotiate with the 
banks for a “standstill agreement” 
under which they would demand 
no more collateral. In return, he 
said, he planned to make a “jack- 
pot” of unpledge 1 stock and assets 
of the companies as possible secur- 
ity for all the banks.

Attitude of Bankers. 

Insull said the Chicago banks 
appeared to favor his proposal for 
a “standoff” and that the New 
York bankers impressed him as 
noncommitttal with some of them 
shading toward his proposal. ; 

Only once did young Insull make 
any reference to his own financial 
losses. He said: “Officials of the 
Guaranty Trust Co. asked if my- 
self and my father would be will- 
ing to indorse the loans in lieu of 
further collateral. I replied that all 
my property except a little real 
estat@ was tied up in the companies 
and that therefore my indorsement 
would be of little value. I did not 
speak for my father in the mat- 
ter. *

foreign capital. They were quickly

not into exile. 

Need of Adjustment. : 

The main dfffieulty has been a 
maladjuatment between agriciiture 
and industry. In the agricultural 
field the Government has had 
amazing success in its collecfiviza- 
tion program, reaching 80 per cent 
of the land this year. But this was 
partially offset by the inability to 
supply the peasant with sufficient 
quantities of manufactured goods, 
causing a lack of incentive among 
the peasantry to work with the 
efficiency and speed the leaders 
demand. 

The damaging drouth of 1931. 
which caused an enormous crop 
loss. particulariy in grain and 
sugar beets, sharpened this situa- 
tion. But the Government levied 
the same amount of collections 
that is, the produce peasants are 
required to sell to the Government 
at ffxed prices—which wreuld have 
been required if the crop had been 
normal. This resulted in a severe 
drain on rural production, not only. 
leaving the peasants without ade- 
quate food for themselves but also 
causing widespread livestock losses. 

Many peasans, including the 


‘members of collective farms, até 


the grain that ordinarily would 
have been saved for seed. This 
fact combined with the somewhat 
general slackening of work in the 
fields, was responsible for a de- 
crease of almost 2,000,000 hectares 


area, compared with 1931. 
Wave of Speculation, 

The Government issued a series 
of decrees this spring reducing the 
amount of its collections of grain, 
meat and other products, in order 
that the peasant might have more 
for himself. This accomplished 
one aim by increasing the supplies 
of food in the cities for sale in 
private markets, but it was ac- 
companied by a wave of specula- 
tion, or middle man trading, which 
resulted in thousands of arrests. 

Although more tractors and com- 
bines have been used than ever be- 
fore, this year’s harvest has not 
progressed as quickly as last year's. 
reflecting the inertia in the fields. 
Collections of grain now are much 
behind those of 1931, amounting to 
a 27 per cent decrease in the first 
three months of the season. This 
decrease indicates the possibility 
of some hoarding on the part of 
peasants anxious not to be caught 
short again. 

Collections of sugar beets also 
are badly in arrears, amounting at 
present to only 60 per cent of the 
plan for the year, and meat sup- 
plies recently became so scarce the 
Government found’ it necessary to 
assess collections in the form of a 
rural tax, 

The consequent lack of sufficient 
raw materials and the poor labor 
productivity were reflected in the 
poor showing of the food industry, 
embracing packing, canning, mill- 
ing, distillation and kindred pro- 
cesses;—which in the first eight 
months of 1932 showed a a of 
only a fraction. more than 1 per 
cent over 1931.

The North St. Louis Business 
Men's Association and Alderman 
Studt, its former president, are 
continuing opposition to the pro- 
posal of city engineers to change 
plans for paving widened Natural 
Bridge avenue, as a means of si.v- 
ing 246 trees in Fairground Park. 

Voting unanimously last Thurs- 
day, the association reiterated its 
action of last February in ohject- 
ing to the change. It wants the 
paving to be carried out under the 
existing ordinance, which would 
force the destruction of the trees 
and leave a park roadway closely 
paralleling the new street, between 
Grand boulevard and Fair avenue. 
The association, which will send a 
committee to see President Kinsey 
of the Board of Public Service, 
wants to know why the paving of 
this section has been delayed. 

Kinsey said today the contract 
for paving this section had been 
held up in the hope of settling the 
controversy over the trees. He 
proposed an ordinance early this 
year to exchange park and street 
property, permitting the construc- 
tion of two roadways, with the 
trees remaining in a parked center 
strip. This bill died because of 
Studt's opposition. Kinsey said 
Studt seemed to have the support 
of the other Aldermen, and added: 
“If the original plan is going ahead, 
I want the public to know who the 
tree butchers are.’

Last January a Senate resolution directed the Fed- 


extent to which the nation’s radio facilities were be- 
ing used for commercial advertising purposes; (2) to 
report on possible plans to bring about the reduction 
or limitation of such use; and (3) to submit informa- 
tion on the feasibility of Government control and op- 
eration of radio broadcasting. The investigation has 
been made and its findings ‘will probably be presented 
to the short session of Congress. 

Radio in the United States has had a mushroom 
growth, with very few restrictions. We have not yet 
learned how to make the best use of what is, in many 
respects, the most marvelous modern invention. One 
of the severest critics of American radio broadcasts is 
Dr. Lee De Forest, who, with Marconi, made radio 
possible. Early this year, he told the New York 
Times that many radio advertisers are still clinging 
to “a 1927 brand of program, dished up like so much 
Mulligan stew.” Dr. De Forest visualized the radio 
as a great educational and cultural medium, and is 
appalled by the results. 

In Europe, the general practice is to finance radio“ 
programs with taxes on receiving sets, In many Pu- 
ropean countries, radio advertising is forbidden en- 
tirely; in others, it is strictly limited. Holland 
banned radio advertising in 1928, though it had paid 
a 70 per cent net profit to stations, and the radio 
audience has greatly increased since. The two prin- 
cipal Dutch broadcasting stations received $800,000 
in contributions from listeners in 1931. All broad- 
casting in Great Britain is controlled by the British 
Broadcasting Co., a Government-owned and controlled 
corporation. It is claimed that European broadcast- 
ing is far superior to the American brand. 
Canada has recently planned a system for Govern- 
ment control by which the advertising content of any 
given program is limited to 5 per cent of the time. 
Most Canadian stations would be owned by the Gov- 
ernment, and supported by license fees and advertis- 
ing revenue. Mr. Lafount thinks the Canadian sys- 
tem would ‘be impracticable here. He says it would 
cost our Government $25,000,000 to $35,000,000 to ac 
quire broadcasting stations, and that an annual tax 
of $6 on receiving sets would be necessary. 

While the American prejudice against Government 
control in any industry has operated to discourage 
any attempts to take a leaf from Europe's radio ex- 
perience, it is becoming clear that, unless there is 
reform from within, there will have to be some 
measure of Goyernment interference. Mr. Lafount 
urges radio impresarios to put their own house in 
order. Since broadcasting lives entirely on adver- 
tising, that is a difficult task. In time, perhaps, 
American broadcasters themselves will welcome a 
new arrangement, by which radio listeners will have 
to pay part ot the cost of their entertainment in the 
form of license fees, : .

Neither 
is it enough to point out that he served as president 
of the university corporation for 33 years, What 
needs to be recalled is that, with his fortune early 
made, he recognized the limited satisfactions of a 
business career and, selecting thb training of men 
and women for leadership, as a useful public service, 
found his opportunity in the city where he had pros- 
pered as a merchant and mantfacturer. Thanks go 
to him for the selection of the present site of Wash- 
ington University and for the university’s removal 
from crowded downtown, for the recruiting of many 
influential friends and for the era of growth that 
reaches from the Louisiana Purchase Exposition to the 
present day. Coincident with his years of devoted 
interest was the transformation of Washington Uni- 
versity from a small and little known school to a 
university of first rank. 

Growing out of his association with Washington 
University came Mr. Brookings’ concern about the 
specialized study of governmental and economic prob- 


the Brookings Institution in Washington, D. C., nine 
years ago, with the merger of the Robert Brookings 
Graduate School, the Institute for Economics and the 
Institute for Government Research. In the short 
period that has passed, the scholarly activities of the 
institute’s staff have taken a foremost place among 


nomic questions. 

Readers of;the Sunday Post-Dispatch will recall 

Mr. Brookings’ challenging article on the modifica- 
tion of capitalism and the distribution of a share of 
the profits to labor, printed last year. A product 
of the capitalistic system, who joined Samuel Cupples 
& Co. in 1872, to retire in 1896, he could in his eighty- 
first year see life largely enough to advocate a curb 
on capitalism’s greed. His plan calls for the aboli- 
tion of stock dividends and the placing of capital on a 
wage system in order that workers may share more 
generously in the fruits of their labor. Mr. Brookings 
recognized the unequal distribution of wealth as the 
major cause of our present ills, and he could say 
without hesitation: “What we want is modification 
of the present system, providing for each one of us 
the opportunity for such accumulation as to give to 
life a reasonable security.” 
In industry, in education, in the development of 
the science of government, Mr. Brookings left shin- 
ing marks. In the city that was his home he reared 
a monument, and in the nation’s capital, recently his 
residence, he built another. He grew in human con- 
sciousness throughout his long span, and the result 
was a life that promoted the finer and richer things 
and advanced the lot of his fellow men. 


ROOSEVELT AND WILSON. 

Philip Guedalla has made the remark that “his- 
tory repeats itself and historians repeat each other.” 
In the light of the campaign just past, the following 
quotation seems to prove both ends of the statement. 
The excerpt is from Burton Hendrick’s “Life and 
Letters of Walter Hines Page,” and comes early in 
the chapter entitled, “The Wilsonian Era Begins”:

It is the duty of the President to decide 
whether postponement to permit a review 
is desirable and necessary.

But the responsible in- 
itiative in the whole question rests with the 
President, and under no circumstances 
should he surrender any part of it either 
to Congress or to a private citizen, even if

The policy of cancelation can be dis- 
missed quickly. The American nation will 
not offer it and none of the important 
debtors will ask for it. The fundamental 
objection to cancelation, now that the debt 
it would impair 
treaty obligations in a world which depénds 


for its security and its prosperity upon. 


treaties. A theoretical argument can be 
made that the money advanced should orig- 
inally have been treated as contributions to 
a common cause. But the Allies themselves 
asked that it be treated as a debt, the debt

The chances are a majority of 
the current undefeated clans win 
remain on this list. although there 
is hardly a soft pot for any of 
them in the few games left to be 
played. 

Brown Opposes Colgate. 

The two tanking Eastern out- 
fits, Colgate and Brown, fight it 
out Thanksgiving day at Provi- 
dence. Michigan and Centenary 
face foes which have a habit of 
springing upsets. The Wolverines 
close with Minnesota for the Lit- 
tle Brown Jug” Saturday. Cente- 
nary’s gentlemen must meet Ar- 
kansas, which captured a six-point 
decision last year from the crack 
Shreveport eleven.

UT what the psychologist does 
believe universally true is that 
| there is much more happiness 
than unhappiness in our daily lives. 
For the rich man and poor. man 


the thoughts and events which give 
rise to pleasant emotions far over- 
balance the unpleasant—and prob- 
ably in the ratio of about two to 
one. 

The catch in this, as she explains 
it, is that we may be happy with- 
out actually knowing it! And in 
any case, we fail to appreciate ful- 
ly the agreeable aspects of our ex- 
istence, 

“The trouble is,” said Dr. Ripin, 
“that we are given to thinking 
much more of the unpleasant 
things than the pleasant. Our 
memories play tricks on us, and 
in our recollections the disagree- 
able things are magnified. 

“AS proof of this, ask someone 
to tell you of any simple recent 
emotional experience he has had. 
Unless some unusual good fortune 
has come to him, he will recount 
an unpleasant experience. That's 
the first thing he remembers.

In other words, the second group 
would look for the eause of eczema 
in the environment of the patient. 
while the first group charges the 
disease to the constitution of the 
sufferer. < 

There is still a third group of 
dermatologists among. whom 
found many leading American phy-. 
sicians, which stands in a somewhs 
conciliatory position. 

These grant that there may be 
constitutional p osition in the 
eczema sufferer, Bvt claim that 
there is also in every cdbe of ecze- 
ma some external provoking agent 
prodycing the condition. 1

H first thing that Was strik- 
mely evident, she said, was the 
préponderance of pleasant“ 
entries over “unpleasant” ones. 
The average daily pleasure “score,” 
she found. was 87.9, as. compared 
with a displeasure score of 42. 

The data revealed that persons 
who have the greatest number of 
emotional experiences also experi- 
ence them for the greatest length 
of time and in greatest intensity. 

Dr. Ripin employed what she 
calls a Ple&santnéess Quotient by di- 
viding the pleasant emotion score 
by the total emotion score. Thus, 
if an individual's life were all 
pleasant, his pleasantness quotient 
would be i, if only half pleasant 
it would be .50. The quotient for 
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all ot her subjects, however, was 


6778, whith shows that in general 


two-thirds of each subject’s experi- 
ences were agreeable to him. 

At is interesting to note,” said 
Dr. Ripin, that in not a single in- 
stance did an ‘individual average 
ah @xcess of unpléasantness. The 
lowest pleasantness quotient was 
62: the highest 96.“ 

Going on to further interpreta- 
tion of her data, she pointed out 
that there is a high and reliable 
correlation between one’s pleasant- 
ness quotient and emotional stabil- 
ity. The discontented person has 
more ups and downs: may reach 
occasional higher peaks of joy or 
‘Batisfaction, but certainly will go 
to lower depths at times. 


Human companionship, it seems, 
ig the commonest form of pleasure 
for gregarious Americans. Interest 
and understanding was second, and 
tender emotion third. Enjoyment 
ot food was fourth, and fatigue— 
most frequently experiénced of the 
unpleasant sensations—came next, 
Of lowest rank were hate, scorn, 
jealousy, fear, pity and embarrass- 
ment. 

Even such physical aspects as 
weight and height wére considered 
by Dr. Ripin in relation to emo- 
tional responses, And she discov- 
ered that the fatter persons were 
happier than the thinner ones!
